The Editor, The Edmonton Capital: 


Dear Sir: : 

In your comments on -Mr. Vivian's 
address on Free Trade you give the 
impression that the arguments he put 
forward were altogether unanswer- 
able, and that the policy of Tariff Re- 
form has no substantial basis. May I 
therefore, as a believer in an altera- 
tion of our fiscal system at home. 
trespass on your valuable space and 
endeavor to reply to some of Mr. 
Vivian's arguments? 

In doing so, I feel considerable dif- 
fidence as such a cause, which is sup- 
ported and approved of by such a 
great majority of the leading business 
.and commercial men in the Old Coun- 
try, should be spoken for by someone 
much more competent that I am. 


I had the pleasure of hearing Mr. 
Vivian speak at Calgary the other 
night, and can quite understand that 
his pleasing personality, and transpar- 
ent sincerity would have an alarming 
and upsetting effect on those present 
who were possibly not fully acquaint- 
ed with the theoretical and apparently 
conclusive generalities which we are 
so accustomed to receive from the 
loquacious lips of the free trade ora- 
tor 

Mr. Vivian endavors to prove that 
the distress existing at the time of the 
repeal of the Corn Laws is an argu- 
ment against the imposition of a tariff 
now. Surely it s somewhat unreas- 
onable to go back 7o years for one’s 
proofs when we realize that at that 
time we practically had no foreign 
competition at all, and until the 80’s 
owing to Europe and the ‘United 
States having been engaged in a series 
of wars, we had the field of commerce 
to ourselves. What we have to con- 
sider is, ‘what. are the conditions to- 
day? and what is the best fiscal sys- 
tem for the working classes at home? 
One of Mr. Vivian’s assertions was 
that a tariff would ruin our cotton 
trade. Neither Mr. Vivian or anyone 
else has ever heard of a tariff rformer 
suggesting a duty on raw cotton. Mr. 
Balfour at the last general election 
made special reference to the matter, 
and promised that there would be no 
duty imposed on raw cotton. The 
cotton ndustry is already protected by 
possibly the finest tariff in the world, 
ic, nature. The climate of Lanca- 
shire is better suited to the require- 
ments of the cotton indusry han any 
other_n et af-the aneld-- = 


water very well if his premises were 
correct, but the greater part of them 
are based on the taxation of raw mat- 
crial. Now, to my knowledge, no 
sane tariff reformer would dream of 
suggesting a tax on the importatior 
of raw material. The object of the 
tariff reform party is to place a small 
duty on the importation of manufac- 
tured articles, which we can manufac: 
ture ourselves and to reduce the exist- 
ing duties on food stuffs, such as tea 
and.sugar, which we cannot produce 
ourselves. The amount raised ‘in tax- 
ation in the United Kingdom 1s about 
$800,000,0000 per annum, which is 
roughly about 1214 of the trade of 
the country, therefore it can be seen 
that the manufacturer is payng 12)4 
per cent in taxes on everyraing he 
produces, Now, why should the fur- 
eign importer come into our country 
and sell his goods at a price which 
does not include the 12!4 per cent our 
manufacturers have to bear? Haw 
would the shop-keepers of lidmenton 
approve of a Calgary  shop-kceper 
sending his goods to’ Edmonon and 
selling them in the streets, thus evad- 
ing the rates and taxes which the 
Edmonton people so cheerfully im- 
pose upon themselves to beautify 
their city? Again, Mr. Vivian seems 
to be so greatly alarmed at the trusts 
that he thinks might spring into exis- 
tence under tariff reform, that he has 
quite overlooked the dear old trusts 
under which free trade England is 
now suffering. Shall we be so cruel 
as to remind him of the Tobacco 
Trust, the Fish Ring, the Meat Trust, 
(by which the price of our meat is 
settled for us in Chicago) the con- 
stantly recurring Wheat Trusts, which 
disorganize our bread prices at home, 
and which are engineered from the‘ 
States, to. say nothing of our own 
home made free trade cocoa trusts, 
the manufacturers of which are so 
bountifully protected by a free trade 
(sic). government. Surely it will 
therefore be seen that it is not neces- 
sary to live in a protected country to 
be at the mercy of the trusts. 

Mr. Vivian is _probably a strong 
believer in trades unionism, which is 


‘especially as, if it is not done NOW, | oF course the protection of wages, now 


why should he say to a:trades union- 
ist, “You must not work at less than: 
so much per hour on such and such 
an article” if hé allows the foreigner 
to import a similar article produced 
by wage earners in a foreign country 
at a price below that which he stipu- 
lates nis own men should work at? 
If you are going to protect labor, you 
must protect the product of labor. 
Mr. Vivian is I think unnecessarily 
severe when he says that there is “no 
protection parliament in the world 
that is pure.” - Some of the natural 
pride therefore which we may in con- 
sequence feel on account of our lonely 
purity must be shared with the other 
“great” free trade countries of the 
world, viz.: Turkey and an insignifi- 
cant South American state. Does Mr, 
Vivian forget our Chinese slavery lies, 
Old Age Pension inexactitudes, to say 
nothing which the influence which the 
Drink Traffic has on politics. “Those 
that live in glass houses should dress 
in the dark.” 

Mr. Vivian's quite —s.praise- 
worthy imperialistic words hardly co- 
incide with those of his demi-god 
Richard Cobden, who was possessed 
with the idea of cutting adrift altogeth- 
er from the Colonies. Now the tariff 
reformer wishes to still further ce- 
ment the ties of sentiment which now 
happily exist between the oversea do- 
minions and the mother country by 
commercial etis, believing that by so 
doing the various parts of the Empire 
will be still closer united. Reciprocal 
preferential trading within the empire 
would ensure for the future genera- 
tior. of all parts of the Empire the 
greater part of the world’s trade. Who 
is to judge whether a fiscal change 
would be good for us? Political econ- 
omists and lawyers or commercial 
men? Resolutions in favor of pre- 
ferential trading within the empire 
have been carried by large majorities 
of the London, Glasgow, Liverpool 
and many other Chambers of Com- 
merce. A meeting of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of the Empire 
at Sydney, Australia, a few months 
ago, also approved of this proposal. 
It is somewhat suggestive to note the 
foreign names which appear amongst 
the list of the minority at these mect- 
ings. Numbers of them are largely 
interested in the importation of for- 
eign goods. Nearly 50 per cent of 
rthe votes cast at the last general elec- 
tion were solid for tariff reform and 
this does not include the Irish vote, 
which is not antagonistic on this is- 
sue.
